Washington, Aug. 15.— A distin ­ 
guished gathering of officials, diplo­ 
mats and society folks fu m e d into a 
cheering rally for P resident Coolidge 
when he presented his common sense 
platform to them in his acceptance 
speech in Memorial Continental Hall 
last night. 


Enth usia sm thundered through the 
little hall as the crowd of 2,000 ac­ 
claimed the formal opening of the 
republican nominee’s campaign. In­ 
estimable millions, stretching around 
the world, heard by radio the dem on­ 
stration which started when Secre­ 
tary of State Hughes first stepped up 
and called for three cheers for Cool­ 
idge. 
From th a t time on the assem­ 
blage resembled w hat Coolidge s tu d ­ 
ents call a “ pep” meeting on the eve 
of a big football game. 


The galleries roared, “ W h a t ’s the 
m atte r with Coolidge?” and the a n ­ 
swer came back, “ H e ’s all rig h t.” 
The greatest demonstration, how ­ 
ever, was staged when the president, 
attired in conventional afternoon a t ­ 
tire with black coat and striped tro u ­ 
sers, gave this keynote: 
•"It is well for the country to have 
liberality in tho u g h t and progress 
in action, but its greatest asset is 
common sense.” 
About 25,000 persons 
gathered 
outside the famous old hall where 
the 
international 
conference 
for 
arms limitation was held three years 
ago and heard proceedings through 
amplifiers. 
Fifteen radio stations throughout 
the country were linked up by long 
distance telephone to the microphone 
in the hall and their broadcasting 
was heard, according to some esti­ 
mates, by as many as 25,000,000 per­ 
sons. 
Mr. Coolidge was introduced 
by 
F ra n k W. Mondell, chairman of the 
notification 
committee, 
who 
said 
that the president holds the confi­ 
dence of th e people. 
“ The American people know this 
confidence ig well-deserved,” Mondell j 
said. 
“ It has the sound and sub­ 
stantial basis of your faith in Ameri­ 
can principles and institutions and 
confidence in the will and capacity 
of the American people to solve all 
their 
problems 
in 
harmony 
with 
their constitutional scheme and plan 
of government.” 


The president squarely joined is-! 
sue with John W. Davis on “ honesty 
in governm ent” and with LaFollette I 
on a new economic order. 
“ There are those who 
disregard 
all this (republican 
achievements) j 
to convince themselves and 
others 
th a t the chief issue of this campaign 
is honest governm ent,” he said. 
“ In 
all my studies of political history,” 
lie continued with a tinge of irony, 
“ I cannot recall an administration 
which wag desirous of a dishonest 
and corrupt governm ent,” that es­ 
tablished budgets, cut 
taxes 
and 
worked for world peace, as the re­ 
publicans have done. 
“ The government is sound. 
The 
people of the country hate corrup­ 
tion. 
They know my position. They 
know' the law will be enforced.” 
Strikin g at the LaFollette charges 
that the republican party favors pri­ 
vilege and monopoly the 
president 
said bluntly:

The president opened his speech

W ith tho threat of black smallpox bef ole us. it behooves one 
to see about his vaccination record. 
We believe in vaccinating 
early and often, as the little discomfort occasioned by a vaccine 
point is nothing compared to facing a miserable disease like blae 
smallpox unarmored. 
A resolution endorsing vaccination as the most effective 
means of protecting individual and community health, and con­ 
demning opponents of vaccination, has been adopted by the Olm­ 
sted County (Minnesota) Medical society. 
The resolution was 
introduced by Dr. CL Ii. Mayo and seconded by Dr, W. J, Mayo 
We believe, with the extensive practice they have had, in peace and 
war time, that the doctors arc authorities in medicine and surgery 
The resolution follows: 
“Whereas, vaccination against smallpox and typhoid fevei 
has been attacked by various pseudo-scientific societies and in 
some instances by the public press as being ineffective in the pre 
Vention of these diseases and dangerous to the health of those 
vaccinated, and 
“Whereas, the experience of the medical department of the 
U. S. Army has proved conclusively that, in the case of typhoid 
fever, vaccination is a safe and dependable measure, responsible 
for the saving of thousands of lives during the world war, as is 
shown by a comparison of the typhoid rate during the Civil War 
before antityphoid vaccination was known, and the rate during 
the world war, indicating that, had the former rate prevailed 
over GO,OOO Americans would have died of the disease instead of 
the actual number, which was barely two hundred, and 
“Whereas, general neglect of vaccinal ion against smallpox is 
leading to a greatly increased pi evidence, and in shine places to its 
appearances in epidemic and in virulent form, and 
“Whereas, there is positive proof as shown by the records of 
state and municipal health departments that vaccination with n 
vaccination will prevent smallpox, and 
“Whereas, vaccination properly performed and cared for car­ 
ries no appreciable risk to the health of those vaccinated, as proved 
by the extensive experience of army surgeons who have treated 
hundreds of thousands of persons without a death, therefore, 
“Be it resolved, that the members of Die Olmsted County 
Medical society hereby publicly endorse vaccination as a most 
effective means for the protection of individuals and community 
health, and further that they go on record to the effect that I he 
vaccination is a harmless procedure and conducive to public wet 
fare.’'
